Freshmen Lecture 
At Julia Richman 

India Is Topic 
Of Discussion 

India, in its social, political, and 
economic aspects was the subject 
of a group ot lectures given by the 
Freshman Gecture Group at the 
Julia Richmond High School New- 
man Club in New York City, Fri- 
days, December 5. Elizabeth 
Meagher was chairman of the group, 
and the lecturers were Virginia 
Shanahan, Lucille Keber, and Mary 
Liizabeth Stone. 

In choosing the political ques- 1 
tion in India as the subject ol her 
lecture, Virginia Shanahan de- 
scribed in detail the political his- 
tory of that country, and the pres- 
ent governmental system, inaugur- 
ated by England. Miss Shanahan 
held that India is not yet ready for 
independence, and should remain 
under England’s guidance and pro- 
tection until she is prepared for 
self-government. 

As the second lecturer, Lucille 
Keber spoke on , the economic 
aspect ol India, showing that India 
is not only an agricultural nation, 
but an industrial one as well. She 
told of the material progress made 
by that nation during the years 
that she has been under the con- 
trol of England, and cited statistics 
to prove this point. 

Mary Elizabeth Stone, the third 
speaker, described the social condi- 
tions of India, going into detail 
concerning the caste system, which 
is so detrimental to the progress of 
the country. She told of the inter- 
esting customs and manners of the 
many races that make up the In- 
dian nation. 

These lectures are the first of a 
series planned by the Freshman 
Lecture Group under the direction 
of Mr. Murphy, coach for the 
Council of Debate. Arrangements 
have been made for further lectures 
to be given at different high 
schools and clubs in the city.

Girls of college age are about as serious as any group of 
people m the world. Underneath the rounds of parties and 
good times there is really a fundamental seriousness in their 
out-look upon the future. Those who do any thinking at all 
about what comes after graduation day do it in a very earnest 
way. Our elders frequently get merely the echo of the solemn 
discussion that goes on when they are out of earshot. 

It is surprising to many that a job is the all-important 
topic of discussion for these sober symposiums. Girls still 
within the protecting walls of their college are asking the “old 
grads” if the time spent in the classroom is really worth while. 
There is nothing superficial about these inquiries. They are 
after the real facts and upon them they will build their de- 
cisions for their future mode of life. Invariably the graduate 
will reply that the time spent in college both in the lecture 
room and in extra-curricular activities is of infinite value to the 
neophyte in the business or professional world. A college edu- 
cation is indispensible to success in these days of keen compe- 
tition, standardization, and rivalry. 

Highly exaggerated and unfair have been the popular crit- 
icisms of the day which brand college girls in general as “dizzy 
flappers” and as “beautiful, dumb, and delirious”. The flight- 
iest of them have their moments of seriousness and purpose- 
fulness. Anyone who is capable of earning a college diploma 
has the fundamental characteristics and the essentials proper 
to a serious and high principled woman of culture and refine- 
ment. In the main, it is the college girl’s honest intention to 
live up to the ideals inculcated in her by her college and her 
parents. 

The modern miss is not a helpless creature dependent up- 
on provident parents or matrimony for sustenance. She has 
spent much of the formative part of her life in school to enable 
her to be self-reliant and independent. Surely this training is 
not producing superficial, pleasure-loving women who are utter- 
ly improvident or lacking in common sense. In preparing her- 
self for a profession or a career of some sort, the college girl 
aims to accomplish something until that time comes when she 
may be called upon to perform that greater duty of making a 
home.

W e wonder how many of us have said that, or thought 
it.

We know “that every person unemployed does not represent a 
family without an income”, to quote President Hoover. This 
means that often when one member of a family is without 
work, the other members help to contribute to his support. The 
family provides at least shelter to the unemployed and furnishes 
them with incentive and encouragement towards finding work. 

People may decry the family and claim that it only ham- 
pers the individual and suppresses “self-expression” but in 
times of hardship these very people will turn towards the family 
to carry them through the difficult period.

If the great benefits derived through family life 
were fully appreciated and accounted for, the old foundation, 
on which all social life rests, would take a new turn upwards 
and this new turning in a long, long road, would bring with it 
fresh encouragement and inspiration indicative of 
and finer prosperity.

Debaters Talk On 
World Court And 
Unemployment 

Coach Praises 
Improvement 
In Speeches 



At a meeting of the Council of 
Debate held November 23 the much 
discussed question of American par- 
ticipation in the International court 
of justice, was debated. Mildred 
Hughes '30 and Eleanor Fischer '33 
held that the United States should 
participate; Ann Rogan and Ann 
Rourke '32 upheld the negative. The 
Root Protocol, pacific idealism, 
possible relationship between the 
League of Nations and the Court, 
our much belittled isolation policy, 
and the present day need for arbi- 
tration, were presented in much de- 
tail. The decision was awarded, to 
the affirmative and Eleanor Fischer 
was elected the evening’s best de- 
bater. In the discussion which 
followed by the members of the 
council, the position of the United 
States in regard to the World Court 
was considerably clarified. Mr. 
Murphy then addressed the assem- 
bly, criticizing the debaters and 
making further solidifications of the 
former lecture group plans. 

“That Wagner’s Bills on unem- 
ployment should be accepted by the 
Senate” was the resolution debated 
at last Monday’s meeting of the 
Council. The affirmative was sup- 
ported by Eleanor Ryan and Vir- 
ginia Shanahan ’34; Jessie O'Brien 
and Eleanor Flynn spoke for the 
negative side of the question. Elea- 
nor Ryan, the first speaker for the 
affirmative described the Wagner 
Bill for unemployment as having 
three divisions — for the addition 
of a U. S. Employment Bureau to 
the Department of Labor, for the 
formation of a constructive works 
program, and for the establishment 
of a statistical bureau. The affirma- 
tive held that labor was the best 
help for unemployment. The nega- 
tive agreed with this statement but 
added that the Wagner Bill would 
only “preserve the jam of the bread 
line", and suggested that reform 
should strike at the root of the evil, 
namely the present situation of over 
production and under-consumption. 
By a sealed vote of the Council the 
decision was given to the negative, 
and Eleanor Flynn was voted the 
evening’s best speaker. 

In the voluntary debate which fol- 
lowed, an international recognition 
of the problem resulting in shorter 
working days, shorter and more 
shifts of labor, was suggested. Mr. 
Murphy then addressed the meeting. 
He said he was well pleased with 
the evening’s debate, especially so 
with the logical sequence and well 
thought out arguments of the neg- 
ative’s first speaker. In general he 
advocated more poise, slower 
speech, more research work and a 
better preparation of arguments.

"Philippa" by Anne Douglas 
Sedgwick. Houghton Mifflin, $2.50. 

"Although Anne Sedgwick is 
natively American, her sympathies 
and interests seem to run more 
with the older civilization." Her 
new novel "Philippa” is laid in 
England and the heroine who bears 
for a name the title of the book, 
like “Alix” of “The Little French 
Girl” is a modern girl battling her 
way through the conflicts of emo- 
tion and feeling that arise in dis- 
rupted family lite. 

Aldous Wyntringham leaves his 
wife and adored daughter for a 
middle-aged romance that ends in 
the breaking of his ties to all three 
women. Philippa left with her 
mother, finds herself in a rather 
difficult situation, since from her 
father she has inherited the tem- 
perment which cannot bear with 
the quiet and constant sweetness of 
her mother. Nevertheless, there is 
that common bond between them 
which is never confessed. 

In a novel of divorce, Philippa 
presents a new form of "child 
problem” not as the usual type, 
the poor little victim, but as an 
active force unable to prevent the 
break between her mother and 
father. It is through Philippa’s 
own wise ruthlessness that she 
saves herself from what might 
have proved devastating. 

Miss Sedgwick has succeeded in 
making Philippa charming. There 
is a certain subtle discrimination in 
the way in which the author tells 
the story but she does not make 
her characters as realistic as Mad- 
dme Vervier and Alix of her other 
great novel, “The Little French 
Girl”. 



“Little America” by Richard 
Evelyn Byrd. G. P. Putnam’s 
Sons. Price $5. 440 pp. 

“Little America” is the tale of 
the first American voyage to the 
Antarctic. The title is appropriate 
in that it bears the name of the 
camp established by the Byrd 
Antarctic Expedition on the Ross 
Ice Barrier. Although the results 
achieved by this expedition are im- 
portant both geographically and 
scientifically, “Little America” 
treats only the geographic side. 

In this book, Admiral Byrd pays 
tribute to the courage and loyalty 
of his men to whose cooperation he 
attributes much of his success. He 
describes the methods employed 
and difficulties encountered in 
transferring equipment and sup- 
plies. His explanation of the con- 
trol as a unit of all activities by 
radio is especially clear and worth- 
while. Also his precautions taken 
for the prevention of disease and 
accident were thorough in every 
detail. The whole account is a 
story of superb courage, unswerv- 
ing loyalty and extensive prepara- 
tion. It will long be remembered 
for the lessons it teaches in these 
three respects — lessons applicable 
to any situation. 

The book is plentifully inter- 
spersed with pictures of the Antarc- 
tic region which were captured by 
motion picture cameras with the 
aid of the airplane. It is also fea- 
tured by magnetic readings and 
radio observations which are of in- 
comprehensible value for future 
explorations. 



Pirate Authority 
Praises Lafitte ” 

Charles B. Driscoll, Expert in Pi- 
rate Lore, Discusses Saxon’s 
Treatment of Old Louisiana 
Smuggler 



New York, November 30. — Lyle 
Saxon's newlv published biography, 
“Lafitte the Pirate,” has won the 
praise of Charles B. Driscoll, noted 
authoritv on pirate lore and author 
of ADoubloons” and other volumes 
concerning the swashbuckling high- 
jackers of the past. 

“There is that in ‘Lafitte the Pi- 
rate’,” says Mr. Driscoll, writing in 
the New York Telegram, “which 
makes you conclude that if there 
had been no Jean Lafitte in our his- 
tory, Congress would have been 
forced to create one.” 

“Strangely ' enough,” Mr. Driscoll 
writes, “Lafitte has been neglected 
by the serious-minded historians 
who have written tons of reeking 
tomes about such chain-store char- 
acters as James Madison, William 
Jennings Bryan and Warren Gama- 
liel Harding. 

"Lyle Saxon is the appropriate 
individual for the task of setting 
down what is known of Lafitte in 
a book. He is the regional his- 
torian, and his region is New Or- 
leans and Louisiana. In two previ- 
ous volumes he has done inestim- 
able service to American history 
and American letters by preserving 
the flavor of his state and city for 
a people that is all too poor _ in 
Louisiana. America needs a Louisi- 
ana at every corner, a New Orleans 
at every crossroad and a Jean La- 
fitte in every speakeasy in the 
land.” 

Mr. Driscoll finds praise, too, for 
the work of E. H. Suydam, illus- 
trator of “Lafitte the Pirate,” who 
has contributed his drawing to both 
of Mr. Saxon’s previous volumes, 
“Fabulous New Orleans” and “Old 
Louisiana.” 

“These two men, Saxon and Suy- 
dam,” Mr. Driscoll says, “love their 
Louisiana, and they have given us 
a beautiful slice of the best of it in 
'Lafitte the Pirate’.”
